Letters. Viz‘. from my Bro™ G D. my Sister A D. my Sister H S- 
R Wells’s (enclosing a Certificate for me)—. I Sterling, Jeremiah 
Warder and Sons, Is: Howell, and I Collins enclosing a few News 
Papers, an Extract of the Proceedings in New Jersey Assembly and 
a Copy of their Votes—— My Heart was relieved from Anxiety at 
finding our Family were well the 16‘. ultimo, excepting my d’. 
Sukey, who was then in the Measles and like to have them very 
favourably. .of which expect more certain Intelligence @ Cap 
Moore who was to sail in a few Days after Cap Loxley.- As I had 
not taken Leave of my Bro’. G. he being then from home, was 
particularly gratified by a long affectionate Letter from him.

Spent the Evening writing Letters. Sat late at writing

Loxley to Meeting where were He and I, John James, W Sykes, J 
Smith, R Merrick, Geo Harris, Jos Wright from Bush Creek,‘ (by 
whom I sent a Letter to Eleazer Hunt informing of the Deaths of 
his mother and John Woolman in England) and his Wife. Z Kings- 
ley & his Wife Jos Gridley and one or two Strangers- Dined at 
Home—Was at afternoon Meeting where were only. W Sykes, R 
Merrick, Jos Wright and Wife and myself, several having gone 
down to the Road apprehending Cap: Peter of the Brittania was 
coming in, in which they were mistaken—Spent the Evening at 
Home with Capt. Loxley and others.

The following is a faithful transcript from the Bible of my 
mother, in which these transactions were wont to be recorded. It 
is in the possession of Dr. Brickell. 

Miss Elizabeth Timothy married Mr Abraham Bourquin, and 
died January 1765, aged 31 years.

Memoranda 


In the year 1800, I, John B. White, sailed for England, and 
studied the art of painting under Mr. Benjamin West. 

In Nov. 1803, I returned to America, and landed in Charleston, 
where shortly after, I met the fatal loss of my beloved mother. 

Here for sometime, I pursued the art which I had studied, and in 
July 1804, took my departure for Boston.—It was there I first had 
the happiness of becoming acquainted with Miss Eliza Allston, the 
lady who afterwards became my wife.’ 

In her society, I passed many happy hours in Newport, Rhode 
Island. We sailed together for Charleston, and arrived here 
safely in November. 

I had previously determined, for the want of encouragement, of 
the art of painting, to relinquish the practice, and return to the 
study of Law, which originally I had commenced. I immediately 
resumed the study in the office of Mess. DeSaussure and Ford. 

On the 28 March, 1805, I was married at Georgetown, to Eliza 
Allston daughter of Francis and Eliza Allston. She was born the 
8 of January [1779]. 

My first son, Edward Brickell White, was born January 29, 1806, 
at 12 P.M. At the house of my Brother’s Dr. Brickell, in Saint 
Johns Parish—was baptised by the Rev’. Mr. Simmons. 

Adeline Elizabeth White, was born the 14*” of January, 1807, at 
11 P.M. in Charleston, was baptised by Mr. Simons. 

Lorenzo Allston White, was born on the 10 of July 1809, on 
Sunday, at 10 o’clock, A.M. in Charleston, Baptised by the Rev‘. 
Mr. Gadsden, at home, privately. 

In January 1808, I was admitted to the Bar, and commenced the 
practice of Law in Charleston. 

On the 23" of March, 1812, at a quarter after 9 o’clock, at night,

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my third son was born, and was baptised Alonzo James on the 22"4 
May, following by the Rev‘. Mr. Fowler, at St. Phillips Church, 
my sister Sarah & myself being his sponsors. 

Lorenzo Allston received, at the same time, full baptism. 

My sister Mrs. Brickell, and the rest of my sisters were in town 
and attended the ceremony. 

In November 1813, My dear Eliza was taken ill with measles, 
with which she was very ill. Shortly after, all of our children were 
taken with the same disease altogether; with whom it has as yet 
proven very favorable. 

Except Alonzo, they have all had the whooping cough—and by 
means of the blessed discovery of the vaccine, they have escaped 
that terrible disease, the small pox— 

Thus have they nearly passed in safety, those dangerous shoals, 
on which so many are wrecked, in commencing the variagated 
voyage of life. 

The event which of all others, in this life, I dreaded most, has at 
length burst upon and overshowed me with as deep affliction as 
ever befel any man. 

After a long illness, of more than three months, which my beloved 
Eliza bore with the most exemplary fortitude, She at length, De- 
parted this life, on the third day of September, 1817, on Wednes- 
day, about six o’clock, in the evening: She expired in my 
arms, while kneeling at her bed side, Charleston, Broad Street, No. 
85. 

Our dear little children, with many of our friends, were round her, 
to witness the last sigh which escaped from the lips of her whom I 
held most precious on this earth. 

Great God, from thee, I received her, to thee I now resign her! 

The only consolation I can derive on such occasions is I can go 
to thee, but thou canst not return to me ! ! ! May God sanctify 
this melancholy event to me & mine, and may he render My 
Eliza’s loss our highest gain and our immortal preservation. 

Interred at St. Phillips Church, in my family burial ground 4 
Sept. [1817]

Mrs. Susan Brickell, wife of William A. Brickell, died 3*4 Decem- 
ber, 1828 after a lingering illness. 

Charlotte Hodgson White, was married on the 2°4 day of May, 
1807, to Isaac Couturier, Esq’. of Saint Johns Parish. 

Allston White Couturier, son of Charlotte H & Isaac Couturier, 
was born on the 24* Sept 1808, in Saint Johns Parish—and died in 
Charleston, at the residence of his uncle, Mr. J. B. White, on the 
6% day of May 1809, was interred at Saint Phillips Church yard, 
by the Rev‘. Mr. Gadsden. 

Died in Saint Johns Parish, at the house of Dr. James Brickell, 
Charlotte H. Couturier, on Wednesday, 29 April, 1812, between 
the hours of eleven and twelve o’clock A.M. 

For nearly five years past, she has been threatened with a decline, 
when latterly that fatal disease gained more firm hold upon her 
constitution, through the aid of domestic misfortunes, which 
pressed heavily upon her mind. For the last eleven weeks, she 
was confined steadily to her bed, reduced at last to a mere skeleton.

In her last moments, she had the pleasing satisfaction to be sur- 
rounded by her dearest friends and relatives. She enjoyed the full 
use of her intellects to the last, with a firm belief of the blessings 
of eternal life, and in the merits of a merciful saviour. She bore 
her illness with the most Christian fortitude, nor was she heard to 
utter one murmur of discontent, or to heave a sigh of regret. She 
died like a Saint. She was buried at— Fields on the day after her 
decease, at the family burial ground of Dr. Brickell, at a sequestered 
spot, situated on the land of Mr. I. Frierson, St. Johns Parish. 

Married, May 6* 1813, by the Rev.‘ Mr. Snowden, at the resi- 
dence of Dr. Brickell, in St. Johns Parish, Sarah Clarke White, to 
Major Jacob J. Faust, of Columbia. 

My sister Mary accompanied them to Columbia, & spent the 
summer of 1813 with them. 

She died at this house, & was buried at Trinity Church Yard, 
in Columbia, So. Ca. 

August Brickell Faust, first child of Jacob J. and Sarah C. Faust, 
was born the 2™4 of April, 1815,—was baptised at Columbia by the 
Rev? Mr. Hankell, Dr. James Brickell, William A. Brickell & 
Elizabeth Brickell & Mary S. White, his sponsors. 

Died, at Columbia, on Tuesday, the 18 December, 1827. 
General jacob John Faust, aged about 47 years. He had been for 
some time greatly indisposed, and at length was confined to his 
bed, where he lingered for several weeks. 

He died of an extensive affection of the liver, which seemed to 
baffle all medical skill (three Physicians attending him) while his 
friends hung about his bed, in anxious hopes of his restoration, for 
he was tenderly beloved by all of us, as a most amiable man, and an 
estimable friend. 

His illness called Adeline and me to Columbia where we arrived 
the 14t". It was a mournful Family scene. My sister, his dis- 
consolate and afflicted wife, Miss Susan Jane Faust & her Brother 
John, all stood by in breathless anxiety. Mr. Dan.! Faust, his 
elder Brother, joined us, just as his last was breathed. 

It is now little better than one year since, with me and my 
Brother, he embarked in a Paper Factory. 

The melancholy dispensation of his Death, has thwarted our 
views. I seem summoned by it to go & reside at Columbia.

MARRIAGE AND DEATH NOTICES FROM THE CITY 
GAZETTE AND DAILY ADVERTISER

[The notices given below are from the Courier, there being a 
break in the Charles Library’s file of the Czty Gazette for this 
period.] 


The U. S. Gun-Boat, No. 157, Lt. John Kerr, commander, 
bound to St. Mary’s, in attempting to beat out at the south channel 
yesterday morning, missed stays and drifted upon the south 
breakers; the wind being strong at east, and a heavy sea upon the 
bar, rendered it impossible for any boat to approach her, and the 
small boat which they had on board having been dashed to pieces 
by the sea, immediately after she struck, the crew had no other 
alternative but to cling to the rigging in the hope that something 
might come to their relief. It was about eight o’clock in the morn- 
ing when the Gun-Boat struck on the breakers, and at ten her 
mast having worked out of the step, she instantly rolled over and 
the whole crew (22 in number) were precipitated into the waves. 
These among them who could swim, got upon the bottom of the 
vessel, where they remained for some hours, and about 2 or 3 
o’clock, when the wind lulled, those who had sufficient strength 
remaining, swam about 70 or 80 yards to some fishing boats which 
were on the lookout to save them, but who could not approach the 
place where the vessel struck, without a certainty of sharing in their 
fate—out of the whole number of which the crew was composed, 
nine only were rescued from a watery grave-—Among those who 
were saved, were Messrs, Atwood, of Maryland, Heriot, of George- 
town, and Gyles of this city, all young men who had just entered the 
navy as midshipmen, and who were entirely unacquainted with 
the sea. Mr. Forneau, the pilot, and five of the crew were also 
saved;—The following are the names of the persons drowned: 
Lieut. John Kerr, Wm Tupper, boatswain, James Dogarthy, 
Oliver Corry, John Card, L. Campbell, Bartholomew Fuller, Jos. 
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Daily, John Adams, Wm. Trotter, Joseph Lucas,—Dubois, and 
Wm. Mackey, a boy. (Saturday Morning May 18, 1811.) 

We are happy to state that Joseph Lucas, one of the seaman, 
supposed to have been drowned, in the loss of the Gun-Boat No. 
157, as stated in our last, was providentially saved, by swimming 
to the beach on Light-house Island, which he reached in a very 
exhausted state, and was picked up by Mr. Cahoone, the super- 
intendant of the Light-house. (Monday May 20, 1811.) 

Married, on Wednesday evening last, by the Rev. Dr. Dehon, 
Richard Cunningham, Esq., to Miss Ann Miller, daughter of 
James Miller, sen. Esq. (Saturday Morning May 18, 1811.) 

Died, in New-York, on the evening of the 7th inst. the aged and 
much respected reverend Dr. Rodgers, pastor of the first Presby- 
terian Church in the city. (Monday Morning May 20, 1811.) 

Died, on the 3d inst. at his seat in this county, Major Laurence 
Butler.—In the death of this gentleman we have to lament the loss 
of one of the few remaining officers of that revolution which resulted 
in the independence of our country. At the commencement of the 
revolutionary war, Major Butler warmly espoused the American 
cause, drew his sword in defence of his country’s rights, and con- 
tinued in the army until he was taken prisoner in Charleston 
South-Carolina, where he suffered a long and rigorous confinement, 
by which his constitution was very much impared, and from the 
effects of which he never recovered.—W inchester Gazette. (Wed- 
nesday Morning May 22, 1811.) 

Married, on the evening of the 16th inst. by the Rev. Mr. 
M’Leod, Robert Seabrook, Esq. of Stono, to Miss Mary Crawford, 
of Edisto Island. (Thursday Morning, May 23, 1811.)

Married, at St. Paul’s Parish, on Tuesday, the 21st inst, by the 
Rev. Mr. Gadsden, Mr. Henry Smith Poyas, of this city, to Miss 
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Elizabeth Ann Scott, of St. Paul’s. (Thursday Morning, May 
30, 1811.) 

Died, in the afternoon of the 29th ult. after a short illness, Dr. 
Robert Pringle, much lamented by his relatives and friends. 

Died, suddenly in his bed on the morning of the 30th ult. at the 
house of Mr. Barksdale, Dr. Alexander Edwards, of Christ Church 
Parish, in the 23d year of his age. 

Died, at his mother’s house in this city, in the 41st year of his 
age after a long and severe indisposition, which he bore with 
exemplary patience and fortitude, Mr. Jacob Ehney. (Saturday 
Morning June 1, 1811.) 

Died, at his plantation, on Broad River, Fairfax District, on the 
10th of April last, John Means, Esq., after a short illness. (Mon- 
day Morning June 3, 1811.) 

Married, on Thursday, 30th May, by the Rev. Hansford Dunkin, 
Mr. Samuel Follins, to the amiable Miss Ann Rebecca Stanley, 
both of Barnwell District. (Wednesday Morning June 5, 1811.) 

Died, at sea in September last, Mr. Nathaniel Perry, formerly of 
the firm of Meriam & Perry, of this city. (Saturday Morning 
June 8, 1811.) 

Died, on the 22nd ult. at the house of her son (the hon. D. R. 
Williams) in the 71st year of her age, after a painful illness of 11 
days Mrs. Anne Brown.—She was a native of England; but more 
than 60 years of her life were spent in this state, in Charleston and 
at the Cheraws, the neighborhood where its scene closed. 

Died, on the 10th inst. in this city, the Hon Joshua G. Wright, of 
Wilmington, N. C. one of the Judges of the Superior Court of that 
State, in the 43d year of his age. This highly respectable gentle- 
man was afflicted with consumption, and came to this city with a 
view to obtain a passage to the West-Indies, for the recovery of his 
health; but his purpose was frustrated by the hand of death. Every 
manifestation of respect due to so distinguished a citizen, was paid 
to his memory—the funeral service of the Church was performed 
by the Rev. Dr. Dehon; and attended by the judges and the 
Gentlemen of the Bar, residing in the city. His body will be 
removed to Wilmington for interment. (Thursday Morning June 
13, 1811.) 

Departed this life at Beaufort, on the 7th inst. Edward Leacraft

ORDINARY, 1764-1771

In the Court of Ordinary Sept". 15‘. Septem’. 1769. Jeremiah 
Miles and Elizabeth his wife. 

Prosecutor’s against John Hunt and William Day, executors 
named in the will of Joseph Hunt, defendants: Mr. Parsons moved 
to be appointed proctor for Mr. Miles and his wife, and Mr. Miles 
being in Court and promising to ratify and confirm what Mr. 
Parsons should do on his and wifes behalf. 

Ordered that Mr. Parsons be appointed proctor accordingly. 

Mr. Parsons then moved that Mr. Miles should be sworn to the 
service of the citation issued in this cause to bring in the will and 
inventory &c. 

Ordered accordingly Mr. Parsons then moved that the affidavit 
& citation might be admitted and filed recorded and done 
accordingly. 

Mr. Parsons then moved that the said defendants should be three 
times called to appear upon pain of being deemed and adjudged 
contumacious. 

Mr. Pinckney then informed the Court that he received a letter 
from the defendant Hunt to appear for him and pray him to return 
an inventory and accot. and moved that he might be admitted 
proctor for the defendant. Ordered that Mr. Pinckney be ap- 
pointed proctor for the defendant Hunt. 

Mr. Pinckeny then exhibited the will proved by a Dedimus, and 
prayed a warrant of appraisement returnable in three months. 
Ordered that a warrant of appraisment do issue returnable in three 
months not to be further renerved and that the defendant do within 
that time return a full inventory... 

Same day the Court taking notice that the fees of court and the 
court officers frequently remain unpaid. The suitors not consider- 
ing themselves liable to pay them and frequently neglecting to do 
the same, Mr. Parsons and Mr. Pinckney senior proctors of the 
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court observing that if there was a general order, that the business 
should be paid for. As it was provided in or done the proctors in 
such case would oblige their clients to pay. It’s thereupon ordered 
that the Register do value the fees for business at the time it is 
transacted in the said Court. 

The Citation of Stephen Stocker dated 25**. of Oct’. last to 
administer on the estate of Henry Bedon deceased was read once 
set aside because the will annexed was not mentioned in the said 
citation and a new citation to Chas. Stephen Stocker as nearest of 
kin in right of his wife was issued. 

Charles Stephen Stocker of St. Michaels parish to administer 
on the estate of Henry Bedon of said parish with will annexed in 
right of his wife Mary Stocker daughter to the said Henry Bedon 
as nearest of kin, 15th. Septr. 1769.

In Court of Ordinary 224. Sept. 1769 The will of Thos. Smith

The citation of Mary Cooper of Waxaw Settlement with the will 
annexed being read, the will of Jacob Cooper was produced naming 
no exors. and being proved by virtue of dedimus by James Simpson 
Esq’. the sd.

CORRECTION 
February 5, 1935. 
To the editor: 

In your October issue appeared my article on the correspondence 
of Peter Timothy with Benjamin Franklin. A footnote on the 
first page would tend to show that I was unfamiliar with the 
established facts regarding the partnership of Thomas Whitmarsh 
with Benjamin Franklin. 

The evidence regarding this partnership is quite specific. Frank- 
lin wrote in his account books on October 28, 1731: “By a letter 
from Tho’s Whitmarsh it appears that he arrived in Charleston the 
29th of Sept. at night, so our partnership there begins October 1, 
1731.” Franklin had charged Whitmarsh on September 9 with 
eight pounds (sterling) “for a printing house and materials.”” From 
time to time Franklin charged his southern partner with books 
which he had printed in Philadelphia. These same books we find 
advertised by Whitmarsh in his South-Carolina Gazette. 

When the partnership was interrupted by Whitmarsh’s death, 
Franklin made a similar arrangement with Louis Timothée, who 
later anglicized his name to Timothy. The draft of this latter 
partnership agreement is preserved in the Historical Society of 
Pennsylvania and has been published in the Pennsylvania Magazine 
of History and Biography, vol. 30, 1906, p. 104-106. This agree- 
ment is undoubtedly similar in most respects to the arrangement 
Franklin had previously made with Whitmarsh.
